Other Points to Remember: The 

All-American is not a contest but a 
grading service. No cups arc given. 

Each newspaper will receive a 
Certificate of Award, suitable for 
framing. 

The All-American is the oldest and 
largest service for student pap.ers in 
existence. Another service of some 


prominence is a direct copy of the 
All-American and uses a scorcbook 
which is almost identical with one 
of the first N. S. P. A. books, now 
discarded for a newer and better one. 

An innovation this year is the in- 
dication of all errors, suggestions, 
etc., directly on the newspapers sub- 
mitted. These newspapers will be 
returned to each contestant for use 
in making improvements next 
season. The regulation Newspaper 
Scorcbook was used by the judges in 
grading papers but will not be sent 
to the individual contestant this 
year as before. 


Other branches of the All-Amer- 
ican Critical Service include the 
grading of undergraduate magazines 
and yearbooks. Results of which 
will appear in subsequent issues of 
The Scholastic Editor, the official 
publication of the N. S. P. A.
